I. What it is: 

It is a Society formed for the purpose of supply- 
ing periodicals and books to those of the clergy and 
laity who are unable to procure good literature in any 
other way. 

77. What it does: 

I. It obtains from the different Bishops, names 
and addresses of those persons who need books and 
periodicals. 

II. It appeals to those who have periodicals to 
send them, when read, regularly every week or month, 
to the persons who ask for them, always prepaying 
postage. 

III. It keeps lists of the donors and of the recipi- 
ents of such periodicals, so that a change in the 
address of either may be at once noted, and that any 
magazine, when discontinued, may be quickly re- 
placed. This part of the work is very arduous. 

rv. It receives packages of books and papers, 
notes contents and sends out lists to the clergy, after- 
wards forwarding to each one, for his Beading Boom 
or Sunday School, such books, etc., as he needs. 



y. It sends out also Christmas and Easter Cards, 
Prayer Books, Hymnals, Bibles, Carols, Service Leaf- 
lets, Games, etc., to Schools and Beading Booms. 



III. What it needs: 

I. It needs books and magazines to supply the 
constant demand. 

II. It needs money. 

a. To pay for the room where the books, etc., are 
received, and in which several clerks are constantly 
employed. 

h. To pay the salaries of the clerks. 

c. To pay postage on the letters and postals sent 
out during the year. 

d. To pay postage, expressage or freight on the 
books and papers forwarded from the Central OflSce, 
as these are generally sent in, entirely unaccompanied 
by money. 

III. It needs the interest and the prayers of every 
person in the Church.

Report of Recording Secretary 



From the seed planted by the Founder in wise and 
tender forethought, the Church Periodical Club has 
grown into a great tree whose leaves carry cheer and 
inspiration to hundreds of lonely hearts throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, but we must not 
forget that, to insure vigorous growth and continuous 
life, the very sap of the tree must be Personal Respon- 
sibility. That must continue to be the key note of the 
work as it was meant to be in the beginning, before an 
office and clerical staflf was dreamed of ; so people were 
then asked to send periodicals and books always at 
their own expense, and were expected to be both regu- 
lar and systematic ; certainly the pleasure of a recipi- 
ent is diminished when, through the neglect or 
thoughtlessness of a donor, the looked-for book does 
not arrive. 

The office expenses increase rather than diminish, 
for naturally there are many who, while willing and 
glad to pass on the books and magazines for others to 
share in the pleasure they have already enjoyed, can- 
not aflford the expense of mailing them, and it is then 
that the need of an office appears; but if those who 
could, would follow the example of the friend who, 
being in the habit of purchasing a book for herself 
every month, doubled her own pleasure by promising 
to buy a new book for a clergyman at the same time 
for a year, what a help it would be to the Club, as 
well as the recipient, who, it is unnecessary to add, 
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could not obtain the much-needed mental food in any 
other way. 

In this age of munificently endowed libraries, there 
are those who might think our work unnecessary, but 
what makes the Church Periodical Club unique and 
beautiful, is that it reaches those who live in isolated 
places, or small villages where a free library is un- 
known. 

Could some princely donor be made to realize the 
untold value of the work accomplished, our Endow- 
ment Fund might rest upon a substantial basis, in- 
stead of being a dream we can only hope to see mate- 
rialize in the distant future. In the meantime we can 
work and pray for a work in which we believe ; for if 
it be true, as a well-known writer says, that, **To reach 
the intellect as well as the heart of the public to-day, 
the preacher must be a universal scholar,*' what a 
boon the Church Periodical Club can be, and is, to 
those workers in God's Vineyard, whose meagre salar- 
ies will not permit the spending of a penny to gratify 
intellectual hunger

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Amendments to the Constitution 

of the C. P. C. 



Article I. 
Name. 



The Name of this Association shall be the Church 
Periodical Club. 

Article II. 

Ohject, 

The Object of the Church Periodical Club shall be 
to supply literature systematically to such Mission- 
aries, Sunday Schools, Reading Rooms, etc., as are 
unable to purchase for themselves. 

Article III. 

Membership, 

The Members of this Club shall consist of the 
Executive Committee, Correspondents, Librarians, 
and Annual Subscribers. 

Article IV. 
Officers, 

The Officers of this Club shall be a President, 
Vice-Presidents, a General Secretary, and a Treasurer 
of the Endowment Fund, who shall be elected by 
ballot at the Annual Meeting. 



Article V. 

Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee of this Club shall con- 
sist of the Officers ex-officio, and two other members 
who shall be elected by ballot at the Annual Meeting. 



Article VI. 
Meetings. 

The Regular Meetings of this Club shall be held 
monthly from November to April inclusive, at such 
hour and place as shall be designated by the Executive 
Committee. 

The Annual Meeting shall be that which is held in 
November. Fifteen members shall constitute a 
quorum. 

The meeting of the Executive Committee shall take 
place monthly from October to May inclusive, at such 
time and place as shall be designated by the Commit- 
tee. Five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Amendments. 

This Constitution can be amended at any Annual 
Meeting, provided due notice shall have been given at 
the previous Regular Meeting.

"More than two years ago, I had occasion to write 
to the Church Periodical Club in behalf of a young 
teacher then so ill that few ever hoped to see her well 
again. Immediately a vol. of Longfellow's Poems was 
sent me for her and because the week proved to be 
very stormy before I could go to see her, I found that 
a box of choice books had been sent her by the St 
Thomas branch— through its Secretary, Miss Henri- 
etta P. Gumming. This was the turning point. She 
began at once to improve and gained daily, so much so 
that by fall she was enabled to take again her school 
in one of the wildest neighborhoods far up in the 
Mountains— where until now, no teacher had been 
willing to take the school the second time. After a 
year a school house was built for her near her father's 
home and twice has she been made teacher. Is this 
cheering and kind sympathy only a thing of words t 
I tell you nay. You have done a kindness that helps 
many lives. Shall I fling you another picture! Re- 
member prejudice is very strong against the church 
and to use a Prayer Book in school where not wanted 
would banish the most successful teacher. A little 
girl came with her mother one day with fresh eggs. 
As it was cold they lingered near the hall fire and see- 
ing the wistful look on the child's face some on said: 



Would you like to sing a hymn with nsf and opening 
the piano handed the child a Hymnal. She could not 
read then. I see the little girl a woman grown and 
standingwith her class to receive her High and Normal 
School certificate after reading her Essay. Does she 
coont now the years of discouragement, poverty and 
long, long self-denial, aye, and teaching, too before this 
coveted prize could be wonT She has earned for her- 
self an organ and taught herself —so that last week we 
stood around her as she played and sang the hymn in 
memory of President McKinley. While to-day she 
tells me many of her pupils came last Sunday after- 
noon for her to read and sing hymns with them— to 
each of whom she gave a tiny Hymnal of those sent me 
after the Cuban war. They were so pleased as to 
write her a little note of thanks and ask to come again. 
A Native teacher can do much. May this encourage 
others to help as kindly and wisely and with as cheer- 
ful promptness as did St. Thomas Branch.

"Dear Madam: 

"I want to express to the Church Periodical Club 
my sincere thanks for their great kindness in sending 
to St. Andrew's Mission so many good books and mag- 
azines, and pretty pictures and calendars, three boxes 
in all, which were received in perfect condition. My stock 
of reading matter to lend out had become rather low, 
but with the valuable addition to it which the Church 
Periodical Club has sent me, I have been able to fit up 
the book shelf again. It is always a pleasure to have 
a stock of good books to lend. I advertise the fact 
that the Mission's lending Library has been replen- 
ished, and men come to the Mission for reading matter ; 
some come to get books to read who would not be dis- 



posed to come for any other reason, and in each case I 
am often able to find opportunity in the natural course 
of a conversation to speak a word and express an opin- 
ion or give a bit of device on the subject of religion or 
good morals—an opportunity which I could with diffi- 
culty find in some other way. Then the Bible & 
Prayer Book Society send me Testaments which I give 
away when I lend out books sent me by the Church 
Periodical Club. Some books which the Club sends 
are of such value that I endeavor to keep them per- 
manently on the shelves of the Mission Library. But 
the paper covered books I circulate and keep track 
of them as long as I can. They finally disappear, 
however. A man moves away and takes the book along 
with him, or he lends it to a friend and it is not re- 
turned to me. So towards Spring the books on the 
shelves thin out a good deal. I mention this because 
I shall be grateful to have the work of this Mission 
remembered again by the Club at some future time. 
The calendars please the Indians very much. The 
Indians are fond of pictures, especially colored ones. 
They paste them on the walls of their cabins where 
they serve a double purpose—they have at once an 
esthetic and practical value, they please the eye and 
excite the imagination, and they instruct the mind and 
help to shut out the cold.

Whai it is : 

It is a Society formed for the purpose of supplying 
eriodicals and books to those of the clergy and laity who are 
nable to procure good literature in any other way. 

7. What it dots : 

I. It obtains from the different Bishops, names and 
iddresses of those persons who need books and periodicals. 

II. It appeals to those who have periodicals to send them, 
when read, regularly every week or month, to the persons who 
ask for them, always prepaying postage. 

III. It keeps lists of the donors and of the recipients of 
such periodicals, so that a change in the address of either may 
be at once noted, and that any magazine, when discontinued, 
may be quickly replaced. This part of the work is very 
arduous. 

IV. It receives packages of books and papers, notes con- 
tents and sends out lists to the clergy, afterwards forwarding to 
each one, for his Reading Room or Sunday School, such books, 
etc., as he needs. 

V. It sends out also Christmas and Easter Cards, Prayer 
Books, Hymnals, Bibles, Carols, Service Leaflets, Games, etc., 
to Schools and Reading Rooms.

Then, for the first time in his life, he had the opportunity of 
going to school. Vet having learned to read, at this age. his 
mind instinctively turned to the best books. He knows the 
writings of Emerson, Kuskin, and Carlyle better than any one 
in the Post. He has just read Bacon's Essays, Whateley's 
.\nnotations through, and is now reading Butler's Analogy. And 
while this man is exceptional, it is surprising what a high class 
(if reading many of the men will take when properly interested." 



From Japan one of the missionary workers writes : 

*' Some kind friend is sending me the Outlook, I do not 
enow who it is, so I cannot write a letter of thanks. Will you 
cindly put a note of acknowledgment and thanks in the Spirit of 
Missions, please, so that my unknown friend may know of my 
rratitude. I wish. you could see the snow up here, it surely 
-ivals Alaska. It took us eight hours to go 28 miles the other 
iay. A person could walk from the roof of one house opposite 
me to the roof of the neighboring house without any trouble, and 
it is still snowing.

We deeply appre- 
ciate your continual kindness in sending to us these books and 
magazines. If possible, please send us German reading matter. 
The question of keeping our Reading Room supplied with 
German and Scandinavian books and magazines is a serious one 
which I have never been able to solve. We expect very soon 
to have a large steam ** Mission Boat " to visit all the incoming 
and outgoing vessels, when we shall need vast quantities of all 
kinds of reading matter to meet the demands made upon us." 

These letters from the '* Home Field" will give some idea 
of the appreciation shown for literature sent : 

'*I want you to know what good was accomplished by 
sending those tracts so promptly. A cousin of mine, 75 years 
old, who at times is a great invalid, wanted to answer some 
questions which her grandson had asked her.

It is a Society formed for the purpose of supplying periodicals 
and books to those of the clergy and laity vho arc unable to pro- 
:;ure good literature in any other way. 

fl. What it does: 

I. It obtains from the different Bishops, namee and addresses 
Df those persons who need books and periodicale. 

II. It appeals to those who have periodicals to send them, when 
read, regularly every week or month, to the persons who ask for 
them, always prepaying postage. 

III. It keeps liste of the donors and of the recipients of each 
periodicals, so that a change in the address of either may be at once 
noted, and that any magazine, vhen discontinued may be quickly 
replaced. Thia part of the work is very arduous. 

IV. It receives packages of books and papere, notes contents 
and eends out lists to the clergy, afterwards forwarding to each 
one, for his Reading Boom or Sunday School, such books, etc., as 
he needs. 

V. It sends out alsiJ Christmas and Easter Cards, Prayer 
Books, Hymnak, Bibles, Carole, Service Leatlets, Games, etc., to 
Schools and Beading Booms. 



III. What it needs: 

I. It needs books and magazines to supply the constant de- 
mand. 

II. It needs money. 

a. To pay for the room where the books, etc. are received, and 
in which several clerks are constantly employed. 

h. To pay tlie salaries of the clerks. 

6*. To pay postage on the letters and postals sent out during 
tlie year. 

d. To pay postage, expressage or freight on the books and 
papers forwarded from the Central OflSce, as these are generally 
sent in, entirely unaccompanied by money. 

III. It needs the inter<*st and the prayers of every person in 
the Church.

This 
is the Clmrcli Periodical Club iravelling libraries. At present 
these are nine in number and consist of cases filled with books and 
periodicals, and are donated, in greater part, as memorials. They 
are sent out to miners, to beet-sugar factories and to Santa Fe oil 
wells. The cost of each case is five dollars ($5.00) and these are 
filled with new or old books, as is most convenient to the donors. 

No. 5 (^f these cases, given by the All Saints', Pasadena Branch 
of the Woman's Auxiliary, and mainly through the efforts* of Bish- 
op and Mrs. Johnson and Miss Wotkyns, our Librarian for All 
Saints', was very desirably filled. It was on exhibition at the recent 
Annual Meeting of the Woman's Auxiliary, and also at the Diocesan 
Convention, where it excited much favorable comment. 

The sum of $111. GO has been contributed for these travelling 
libraries, which estimate does not include the books donated. 

There was one who passed this way not many years gone, 
possessing the sacred name of her who sat at the Master's feet, and 
like her choosing, too, that "better part" of love and devotion to 
His service. Her life and death work was the founding of this 
Association and her far-seeing spirit prophesied that "the Church 



Periodical Club is an established fact^ and will go on increasing in 
good." 

How truly this prophecy has been fulfilled is seen to-day, in 
the many grateful acknowledgments of benefits asked and received, 
and in the distant boundaries to which the work has reached. 

There are some true and loyal hearts gone from our side, for 
wJiose example we give thanks, and press on to make our service as 
]iigh and steadfast as was theirs. 

Having begun with noble souls like these, shall we not go on 
'^from strength to strength" and find encouragement and incentive 
for the years to come?

The California Correspondent writes: 

^TVe are now supplying the chaplains and a number of surgeom 
and officers in the Philippines with sacks of magazines sent from 
time to time on the transports free of charge. One chaplain wrote 
that a sack was delivered to him, just as he was embarking for home 
and that it could not have reached him at a more acceptable time, 
inasmuch as the troops on board were sadly in need of reading 
matter. A surgeon writes that the magazines and papers we send 
are a great help to the sick and homesick men. We have also been 
supplying the detention — or discharge — camp at Angel Island 
with games and reading matter which are very acceptable to the 
men there, as tliey have absolutely nothing to do but await their 
discharge. 

'We are also sending sacks of magazines to the Seamen's In- 
stitute in Honolulu, and arrangements have just been completed 
whereby we can send as many sacks as we want to, free of charge."

"I do wish you could all know the amount of happiness that 
your tholightfulness of our work here has brought to the little 
circle of boys and their friends who get the books and papers that 
have been sent out in times past. Life and the Wide World Maga- 
zine are prime favorites with them, while the Outlook and The Liv- 
ing Church sent me by unknown, but no less helpful, friends have 
been greatly appreciated by me. 

"One of our young men had the misfortune, while ^switching 
a car,' to fall and get a compoimd fracture of the right leg, and is 
now in the hospital for some weeks to come. Poor fellow, he has had 
a hard time. 

^Qjast week I took him a bundle of Life and to-day a lot of 
copies of the Outlook, He seemed so glad to see nie, and not he 
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only, but the faces of others around him lighted up as they saw the 
large bundle of papers I had, and they told me that othera from 
outside the ward had been in and asked for them, and that now 
they wore going the rounds of the hospital. So you see what good 
your thoughtfulness has enabled mo to do. How much cheer to 
bring into the lives of the afflicted. Best wishes and thanks for past 
kindnesses." 



A clergyman in Utah writes: 

*'[ have another request to make of you. In the Proridence 
of God I am now in the largest mining camp in the State of Utah, 
whoro there are hundreds of young men with no place to spend an 
hour except drinking saloons. I want to open a Reading Boom as 
I did in Wyoming, to save them from innumerable temptations. 
Mv residence hero has boon a little over a month, but I have buried 
tlireo young men in tliat time. The first was a Comishman, brought 
to the grave by strong drink. The second a Welshman, who died 
of (exposure, rather tlian mingle with the crowd in saloons. The 
third an Englislinian, killed bv gas in a mine. These funerals of 
young men, all brought up in tlie English Church, brought together 
hundreds of people who can be reached by social means and brought 
into the Church. It is pitiful to think that these hundreds of young 
men liavc no warm rooms to sit in of an evening, and no magazines 
or papers to read if they had. The saloons are open, it is true, but 
in loss tlian ton minutes tliey are made to understand they are 
not wanted there, unless they drink and set up for others. By 
moans of a Reading Room I have saved hundreds of them, yes! and 
'broad east upon tlu.» waters came back.' At Green River, Wyoming, 
iny salary was $200 in arrears, and becoming known the young men 
here wont to work and raised every dollar of it among railroad men, 
niorohants and othors. Please, then, bear me in mind and send 
what yon can to aid nio in rescuing the perishing and lifting up the 
fallen. 

'"Any reading niattcT, even comic papers, will answer. I can 
raise tlio rent of a room lioro and heat and light it." 



A Doaoonoss in IFont^hilu, T. 11. , writing of the young Chinese 

men who attend the night si-hool, says: 

"•'Thi'V are nearly all hoathon men and in one instance a man 
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was brought to love the Lord by having one of the C. P. C. books 
baned him to read at home. The book was Trom the Crib to the 
Cross/ Lok Te See, who had been in the school only a few weeks, 
always sneered silently, but perceptibly, whenever there were any 
of the Lord's miracles in the lesson. I had begun to fear that 
his example would be fatal to the other heathen men's receiving 
the Gospel. One night I offered him a book to take home to read, 
and he is so anxious to learn English he gladly accepted it. A few 
nights afterwards he came to the school very early. I asked him 
if he was enjoying the book, and I saw by his hesitation to talk that 
he had something on his mind, which he did not wish to speak of 
before my assistant, so I went into our little class room, where he 
anxiously questioned, in a whisper, ^Did they hill Him?' I can- 
not tell you how much of reverence and love was expressed in that 
anxioiis whisper, nor can I paint his sad face when I told him the 
awful truth of our Lord's sufferings. While I was talking other 
men came into the room and thev all listened reverently and tear- 
fully to the Story of those last days. Not a word was spoken, not 
an eye uplifted except to ask some explanation of terms they did 
not understand, and every eye was filled with tears because ^Jesus 
the Lord was crucified.' x\nd these are all heathen men, but one ! 
I felt that I had been conducting a Good Friday Service, and T 
cannot tell you how glad I am that the Holy Spirit has made See 
write in a recent exercise: ^I used to think the Christian religion 
was good enough for white men, but not for Chinese ; now I know 
that it will make me a better man. I also confess mvsolf to have 
done many things not nice to Jeeus, I am sorry, and I know now 
that He is the true God and that the Bible will show me many things 
how I may be good.' "

It is recorded, as a matter of great moment, in the minutcB 
of the Annual Meeting of ten years ago, that a library had been 
founded in Virginia, through the books given by this Club, and that 
the librarv' thus formed had been given the name of "The Fargo 
Library." 

There wore present at this meeting several clergymen, together 
with the Bishoj) of New York, and this circumstance of the new 
library reported seemed to arouse considerable interest. In the 
Bishop's address on this occasion, he referred to it, laying great 
empliasis upou holh syllables of the name, and expressing the hope 
that the work of the (.^hurch Periodical Club would always live up 
to their meaning. This prophetic name of the founder has ful- 
filled itself. It has — gone far — indeed ! 

Besides our own Ignited States, the Club sends its gifts to 
Canada, Mexico. Brazil, West Indies, Philippine Islands, Hawaiian 
Islands. Persia, China, Japan, Knglnnd, Germany and Greece. 

We liave on our lists ■1,7'23 recipients of literature among the 
clergy and laitv, while (i'^o hosj)itals and reading rooms are supplied 
with readinir niaitcr. 

^i'he ^"Travt lling Memorial Librarie^s,'" entered upon last year 
in the Dioees*- of Los Angeles, have been extended to other states, 
and promise t<» heeomo a practical and permanent good. 

Since that day in 180 1 we have aided in the establishment of 
many othtT ]il)rarie.^. and helped to illumine the dark and inac- 
cessible plae(v of the earth with good words and thoughts. 

Could hut the Club h(^ permanently housed in commodious^ 
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quartere, such as Carnegie pioyides for circulatiiig librariee, we 
would be greatly helped in our future work^ and relieved from 
many hindrances of the present. 

The extensive correspondence^ together with the unusual 
amount of recording necessary to the work of the Club entail con- 
siderable labor, whUe the accumulation of books, periodicals, etc., 
even though in transit, requires much space. 

One room is inadequate accommodation for the work of the 
Central Office, in which four clerks lEire engaged besides volunteer 
workers. 

The work increases — ^no appeals are disregarded, while the 
contributions of literature keep pace with them, as also the grati- 
tude and appreciation of the recipients. 

If growth is encouragement, we possess it in a marked degree, 
and believe it to be a warrant for renewed effort and faithfulness 
along these lines.

them memorials, were given during the past year. Through the 
Correspondent for Virginia the State Librarian offered to take 
charge of any travelling libraries placed in that State, and to cir- 
culate them free of charge. It is scarcely necessary to add that this 
offer was most gratefully accepted. 

The resignation of Miss Scrugham, one of the clerks, has de- 
prived the office of an interested and efficient helper. Her absence 
hampered the work during the summer, but it is hoped that, be- 
fore this report goes to press, another clerk will be installed. 

It is depressing to report that our valued Treasurer, who has 
given such faithful, efficient work for years, has been obliged to give 
up her position. Her loss will be greatly felt, but it is a pleasure 
to state that her name will continue on tlie Executive Com- 
mittee, as a Vice-president. One of the Vice-presidents has also 
been compelled to resign, and this is a source of much regret to her 
co-workers. 

The change of day and hour for the meetings, notice of which 
will be found on another page, was the result of some discussion. 
As the change was voted for by a large majority, it is hoped that the 
attendance will be greatly increased. The work should be known 
and cared for by every parish in the land. 

It is not by a few individual gifts of large amount, valuable as 
these are, that such a work can be sustained ; but by the interest and 
help of the many, whose annual donations make up a sum uj)on 
which one can always depend. The "Duties of a Correspondent" 
and the ^T)uties of a Librarian" form a part of this report. Some 
few realize these duties, and perform them well, and to sucli all 
gratitude is due. Many, however, seem to have but a sliglit (foncop- 
tion of their duties, which they assume with zeal, and after a h'w 
months, give them up to a new worker. Such clian^ires interfcrt' 
sadly with regular work, and show a lack of interost wliic-li ^ub- 
ordmates copy but too quickly. The Correspondents nro asked to 
supervise the work in their several dioceses, and to do their utmost 

9 



to have a Librarian appointed in every Parish. Every Idbraritt 
is told that part of her duty is to collect annual contributionB, but 
this is often done spasmodically, and when one contributor diopi 
out, but little effort is made to find another. The librarians an 
urged to canvass their parishes, and to obtain not only magazines^ 
but also definite sums of money, to be given annually. The salanet 
of the clerks, upon whom the office work depends; the rent of 
the room in which this work is done; the necessary items of sta- 
tionery, stamps and expressage; all these are dependent upon the 
annual contributions, and cannot be met without. The motto of 
such a work should be, not enthusiasm, nor interest, nor hard work, 
much as all of these are needed, but system and regularity; the 
^^patient continuance in well-doing.^' It is troijblesome, no doaht, 
to send out a magazine once a week, or month; to weigh it every 
time in order to put on the exact postage; and to report at once any 
change or discontinuance in sending current literature; but in no 
other way can the work be kept in running order. On the side of tiie 
ollice, too, tlie expenditures should be carefully considered, and all 
extraneous work which necessitates special time and money should 
be eliminated, no matter how interesting it may be. The managers 
of the odiee should exercise great care in spending the money en- 
trusted to tliein by the public, and see to it that it is used for the 
hvst interests of the greatest number of people. Does all this seem 
a vision only to be realized when the millennium comes? At least, 
it is a hei<r]it towards which all earnest Church workers should 
strive.

"Archdeacon Stuck, of the Alaska Mission, desires to express to 
the Members of the Church Periodical Club, and others who liave 
sent reading matter to him, his thanks for the generous response 
that has been made to his request. The reading-room has been 
enabled to extend its usefulness beyond the furnishing of its tables 
with periodicals, and has sent out hundreds of copies of publications 
of all sorts, far and wide over the country. Prospectors going to 
remote diggings have been invited to call at the reading-room and 
get bundles of reading matter, and ever since there has been a con- 
stant stream of outgoing miners at the mission. The duplicates 
and back numbers have been carried up and down the river in steam- 
boats and poling boats, and across country on pack horses and 
mules, and even on men's backs when there were no boasts of 
burden, and many a lonely life will have recreation and interest 
brought into it in the coming winter as a result of this distribution. 
These periodicals will be passed from hand to hand, and read and 
re-read so long as they hold together. The demand being thus 
eager, and the need great. Archdeacon Stuck begs that the supply 
may be kept up, and is grateful to the kind friends who have 
enabled him to make St. Matthew's Reading Eoom, Fairbanks, the 
chief agent in Alaska for the dissemination of good literature. He 
would ask leave to add that* whenever possible, packages sliould \yo 
sent flat, and not rolled."

It is a Society formed for the. purpose of supplying periodicals 
and books to those of the clergy and laity who are unable to pro- 
cure good literature in any other way. 

//. What H does: 

I. It obtains from the different Bishops^ names and addresses 
of those persons who need books and periodicals. 

It appeals to those who have periodicals to send them, when 
read, regularly every week or month, to the persons who ask for 
them, always prepaying postage.

V. It sends out also Christmas and Easter Cards, Prayer 
Books, Hymnals, Bibles, Carols, Service Leaflets, Games, etc., to 
Schools and Reading Rooms.

One of the clerks in the office, who has been with us for many 
years, was obliged to resign this fall. Her valuable work and 
excellent knowledge of books made her position most important, 
and she will be greatly missed by her fellow-workers. 

As we look back to the twelve months just passed, it is, per- 
haps, difficult to estimate how much has been accomplished. The 
work presents but few features to distinguish it from that of for- 
mer years. It is limited only by lack of time, and strength, and 
means; but the calls from the field increase with every year. There 
are so many places where literature is needed, where people hunger 
for it, and where the workers see their opportunities slipping away 
because material cannot be supplied at the exact moment when it 
would do the most good. Then we turn to the brighter side, and 
think of the various incidents which show that, though quite inade- 
quate to supply the great demand, our labors have helped some 
people in their need. We hear of the isolated family counting the 
days for the cherished magazine to make its monthly visit ; of the 
friendship formed between the giver and the recipient; and of the 
aid and sympathy given in consequence of such friendship. We 
listen to the story of the clergyman and his wife who gave up one 
room in their small cottage, and that room the kitchen ! because it 
was the only quiet place where men could come to read. We are 
told of another place where thirty working girls contributed $119 
for Missions, so that others might hear the good tidings which had 
helped them so much. We read of the books and papers literally 
falling to pieces, because they have been passed on and on, through 
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I so mBiiT hands.

You know what a mining 
camp is, and while this, said to be the most wonderful camp in 
the world, is free from the lawlessness found in many camps, yet 
there are over fifty saloons open every day in the week, and every 
saloon has its gambling hell attached. There are also dance 
houses and other snares and temptations to entice the unguarded. 
There are hundreds of young men here, splendid fellows, the pick 
of nearly every state in the Union. Some of the more wealthy 
go to the club, but what are we to do for the many who cannot 
afford this ? 

"There are two rooms attached to the Masonic Hall which we 
are anxious to fit up as Free Eeading Rooms. We want to have 
them carpeted and made homelike, supplied with games and good, 
wholesome reading matter. Surely there are mothers there who 
feel for the boys out here, and who will help to make their lives 
happier, and their danger less. 

"I buried one poor boy on Saturday; his only relative here is 
a brother. My heart ached for the poor mother, so far away. But 
he had many kind friends; for the miner's heart is like the metal 
he takes from the earth — pure gold. 

*T\''ill you not ask the good ladies of the C. P. C. to help me? 
Send anything to help. Everything is so expensive here. We are 
holding services every Sunday in the Masonic Hall, and many 
there. The attendance is most encouraging, and ospc^cially en- 
couraging in the interest taken by the men. I hav(^ a Sunday- 
school and I asked some time ago for ])apors, but none ani coming. 
The Bishop calls this the most blessed work of his life/' 



A missionary in Alaska writes: 

"The steamer to-day brought five sacks of magazines, books 
and pictures, which, from several cards and notes on wrappers, I 
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gather were kindly sent by yoa, and I want at once to wnd on 
most ardent thanks for this very generotis expression of jm 
interest. 

"After a long and trying winter, after inexcusably infr^qoent 
mails, after being accnstomed to insufficient numbers of magazine 
to meet the demand, after all this, what a ten-fold blessing it is to 
rrceive this great lump of interest and encouragement ! l5> accept 
our appreciation, and also the thanks of all the men whoee heatta 
will be gladdened by your donation. Yon will be intereeted to heir 
that a great part of the magazines I packed in sacks, and, togetlRT 
with some I had on hand, will start tbera on their way to Bettlet 
to-morrow. There they will be distributed to the men of all thit 
district, and the probabilities are that until next year many will 
receive nothing else to read. If anyone inquires of you whetbef 
we can use still more, please tell them that we can. This whole 
district is coming more and more to the position where they look 
to lis for their reading matter. There is a limited supply in town, 
and while it lasts magazines can be purchased at one dollar apiece. 
But thi? supply is soon exhatisted, and very often we not only haye 
the only reading matter in camp, but also receive it first. iJo, 
therefore, keep up your interest, and send us reading matter when- 
ever it is po.ssiblc."

jplaced. This part of the work is very arduous. 

IV. It receives packages of books and papers, notes contents, 
ad sends out lists to the clergy, afterwards forwarding to each 

ae, for his Beading Boom or Sunday School, such books, etc., as 
e needs. 

V. It sends out also Christmas and Easter Cards, Prayer 
►ooks, Hymnals, Bibles, Carols, Service Leaflets, Games, etc., to 
Ichools and Beading Booms. 
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I. It needs books and magazines to supply the constant de- 
mand. 

II. It needs money. 

a. To pay for the room where the books, etc., are received, scd 
in which several clerks are constantly employed. 

b. To pay the salaries of the clerks. 

c. To pay postage on the letters and postals sent ont daring 
(he year. 

d. To pay postage, expressage or freight on the boolts wA 
papers forwarded from the Central Office, as these are genenllT 
sent in entirely unaccompanied by money, 

III. It needs the inteteet and the prajers of every person in 
the Church.

The Clmrcli Periodii-al Club has completed another yi-iir of 
work witlioiit niiy events of great importance to be iioteil. 

TliP kindness of both old and new friends in EL'nding mon«j 
and reading mati('r is gratefully acknowledged, as also the like gifts 
reci'ived from a number of firms, whose names appear on another 
page. 

Some of the friends of the Church Periodical Club have passed 
away since the last Report was printed : Mrs. M. D. Hancock, Cor- 
respondent, of Nebraska; Mrs. Eochcoter, Librarian of St. Luke's 
Church, Rochester, N. Y., Diocese of Western New York; Misa 
F. D. Davis, Librarian of Christ Church, Meadville, Pa,, Diocese 
of Pittsburg. As these faithful workere leave the scene of their 
earthly labors, others are needed to fill the vacant ranks. 

The number of Travelling liibrariee is increasing, twenty-one 
having been sent from the office up to present dat«, many of them 
memorials. They tiave been traced in their travels by the inde- 
fatigable efforts of the Committee in charge. A number have also 
been sent from different Dioceses. All the letters received testify 
to the almost unlimited good that these libraries accomplish. 

The seven meetings of the year have been addressed by the 
following speakers: 

1. The Rev. Hugh Burieson, from North Dakota. He told 
of the packages of literature made up and sent to the different 
grain elevators, and there distributed to the farmers who assembled 
from miles around; each package being delivered with the injunc- 
tion to "pass it on." 



2. Bishop Van Buren, who spoke of Porto Eico as a land 
where the climate is "June all winter and July all summer." 
There the physical needs are few, ice being one of the chief neces- 
sities. The Bishop said that formerly the few hospitals were more 
of a disgrace than a help, but now our Church is building one at 
Ponce, wliore tlie 0. V. C. can send pictures, as also to a leper col- 
ony on the island, and find a warm welcome for their gifts in both 
places. 

3. Mrs. Wetiuorc, who spoke of the school started by her 
late husband, the Eov. I^homas C. Wetmore, in the mountains of 
North Carolina. The C. P. C. had helped this work, and the peo- 
ple were most interested in the picture papers sent them. At this 
same meeting, Mrs. Price, abo from North Carolina, asked spe- 
cially for a Sunday-school library — a second-hand one would be 
very acceptable. 

4. Mrs. White, from Japan, who spoke of the Christians in 
that land being very lonely, and of how much pleasure they derived 
from reading matter. She described the heathen literature as very 
meagre, and often degraded. The second speaker was the Rev. 
Everett Smith, the Educational Secretary, who told of his former 
work in the Rockies and of the demand from there of really good 
literature, and not '^trash." 

5. Deaconess Carter, from Alaska, who told of the work at 
Skagway, and of how much good the C. P. C. had done by sending 
literature to the hospital there. All along the Yukon River there 
are logging camps, where the packages of magazines, etc., are re- 
ceived with the greatest eagerness. The men who go out to the 
camps carry packages with them, and often comes the message, 
"All we can say is. Thank you I" Deaconess Carter expects to start 
a new Mission, "St. John's-in-the-Wilderness," eighty miles from 
anv settlement.

fiytracts jfrom Xettera l?ecelve& 

''They say ^all things come to those who wait!' My sisters 
and I have been waiting and hoping to have a neighborhood library 
here for several years. We talked about it again and again. And now 

comes your letter to open the way. C is a little village of about 

150 inhabitants, in the midst of a farming population. The people 
are poor ; the situation, in a word or two, is this : a generation or 
more of reliance upon one crop, and neglect of other crops, has re- 
sulted in poor land, which means poor crops now, and poor people. 
We are the only family who have any magazines or books to speak 
of, and we have been lending everything that came to our house. 
It is not an unusual thing on some cold, wintry day when the snow 
is falling to have someone ride up on horseback with a note, Tan't 
you lend us something to read T and what we have has gone to the 
farmhouses within seven miles in every direction. You, perhaps, 
have no idea of the lonely lives of the farming people, and reading 
is the one diversion. In the village is the church, the school-house, 
four storekeepers, two blacksmiths, a doctor, a mill for grinding 

corn into meal for the fanners ; so you see C is the centre for 

material things. A library here in the village would be a great 
force for good. My sisters and I have liad visions of a building, 
opened every day in the week, where everyone coming to the village 
could drop in to get a book, and read. This room would be a social 
centre, with a cheery fireplace on a cold day. My sisters and I 
would be librarians, and one of us would be always there. We have 
even looked at plans for a small building. I have a small piece of 

land for the site. A library at C would probably reach 400 or 

500 people, and would meet an unfilled need in th(^ lives of the 
farmers. The library could begin in our house ; we have a room with 
shelves, enough to hold 100 or more books. I shall be glad for all 
the books and magazines you can get for us, as a start, for a ^really 
true' library, and then we shall grow into tlio new library building, 
and the vision will become a reality, and I shall celebrate tlic reality 
by unfolding to the breeze at that momentous time a beautiful

Everyone here in this home 
has enjoyed them. One of the little girls said : *0h, isn't it a pleai^- 
ure and a treat to have all these nice magazines to read V I must 
tell you, too, about another lady that reads them. She is an old 
lady, and a widow ; her three sons are grown, and away from home. 
She, with an old servant, lives all alone. I don't think I ever saw 
anyone enjoy reading more than she do(»s. She lives right near us, 
and as fast as she reads one magazine she comes up and gets an- 
other; I think they arc the cause of many pleasant hours to her 
that would pass very slowly and be very lonely ones for her if it 
were not for reading. I want to thank you and the Church Periodi- 
cal Club for the'pleasure you have given me, and, while 1 don't want 
to be selfish, I will be glad to have some reading matter whi^never 
my turn comes. I know you have so many to think of that you 
must be kept busy.'' 



xXnother recipient writes: 

"The barrel of reading matter vou so kindlv sent me has ar- 
rived. safely, and I am so glad, so very glad to have so many good 
books and papers. I was needing something very much for distribu- 
tion. I will give them where they will bo greatly appreciated, and 
where they will be a comfort and help to those who love to road and 
have not the means to buv for thenisolvos. T do think this work of 
the C. P. G. is the greatest help and blessing to many. It has boon 
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more to me and my family than I can in any way eiprees. With 
my husband, an invalid now for many yeare, and with my chililren 
growing np, it has been the source of great good and pleasure, hav- 
ing good Uteratore all these years. Our library of bound and paper 
books iias not grown much since the last books from you, but they 
hare been well read, fixed and mended up, and read again, and 1 m 
especially glad to have the ones you have just sent me; they sill 
make quite an addition to our library, and are all new, not a siugli; 
one like we have. J^st year we had so little for the Christmas tree, 
and so few pieces and things were sent me to be made into little 
gifts for the tree, that if it had not happened a friend had sent me 
A five-doliar bill for Christmas we could not have had the tree tt 
all; but the spending of the money could have in no way giren me ' 
so much pleasure. In looking over the house and seeing bo manj 
old-looking faces where they should have been young and bright 
and knowing how little pleasure there is in life for them, and the 
miserable homes they come from, and how much the tree meant to 
them each year, I could not but think how little it took to make m 
many children happy. We also had a few Uttle presents for the 
inmates of the Poor House, which made all the old people very 
happy." 



The wife of a missionary in Cuba writes : 

"All of the teachers of the Brook School are away on thdr 
vacation, and a Cuban lady, who speaks no English, is in charge of 
the children at the 'Home' for the summer, so my husband and I 
have to attend to all English correspondence. I have delayed writ- 
ing for several days because I wanted to be sure about all the maga- 
zines. The arrangement was that the teachers were to have them 
first, then they were to come to us, and after we had read them thej 
were to he put on the shelves of the reading room. I cannot teU 
yon how much we have enjoyed these magazines. It is very difGcnlt 
to buy any English reading matter in this little town. An Ameri- 
can lady told me the other day that they had paid thirty cents for a 
magazine three years old. We try to have the magazines enjoyed 
by others also as much as possible. There arc so many JamaicanB 
herCj and many of them are quite intelligent, and when they are 



sick or injured we take some of the magazines to the hospital^ and 
they are very thankful to get them. The teachers are all very fond 
of readings and, as life is rather 'slow^ for young ladies down here, 
they say they 'simply devour^ the magazines as soon as they arrive/' 

A missionary in Mexico writes : 

"The Christmas cards came to me a few days ago in excellent 
condition. I most warmly thank you for them, and shall use them 
all in a way to bring very great happiness to my many people, and 
more especially to the children. On Sunday next I have a special 
children's service for English-speaking children. I shall then give 
to each child one of your beautiful cards. The privations which 
our American mothers and children must endure in this country 
are distressing. There is very little to brighten their lives, and very 
much to harden and oppress. Their homes are generally like cellars, 
without light and air. Our great Church does well to send them 
some good cheer, and open up to them the way of hope. Be assured 
that God will not forget your great kindness. You have often 
helped me personally, for which I thank you. I have long been a 
missionarv in the out-fields, and for the most of this time some one 
of your number has sent me The Churchman."

At the last meeting of the Executive Committee, held in May, 
1908, our President notified the members that she oould not allow 
her name to be placed on the list for re-election. The notice was 
received with the greatest regret, for her clear judgment, earnest 
work and great interest in the Church Periodical Club will be a 
loss indeed. Her successor may be assured of a sincere welcome and 
hearty co-operation in all her efforts for the well-being of the work. 
Perhaps one of the most important events of the past year was 
tibe meeting held in Richmond, October, 1907, at the time of the 
General Convention. 

Through the courtesy of the Rector, the meeting was held. in 
the Church of All Saints, and the members and friends welcomed 
there. Bdshop Olmsted, of Central New York, spoke of the conse- 
cration of the work, well known to him, as a friend of the Church 
Periodical Club for many years. Archdeacon Stuck, of Alaska, 
and another of the home missionaries, told of the many and varied 
needs supplied by the Club in their different fields. One felt in 
listening that there was hardly a height to which the work could 
not attain if pursued with zeal tempered with discretion. 

Is it too much to hope that every parish in the land will take 
an interest in the Church Periodical Club ? May it not go hand in 
hand with the work of the Woman's Auxiliary, supplying the needs 
of the mind, as the Auxiliary supplies the needs of the body ? To 
accomplish this we need the co-operation of the librarians. We need 
one in every parish who will arouse interest among the people, and 
direct the interest when aroused; one who will not wear)' in making 
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known the needs of the work and the best way to ensure god 
8iilt6. Such a librarian will impri'ss upon the individual dono 
importance of sending a magazine regularly, with postage pps 
and explain how current magazines, if sent to the ofBce, in 
more work for tlie hard-pressed clerks and extra money for 
age.

From a lay worker in Alaska comes the following: 

"It is very good of you to snggf^t sending me some more 
magazines. I shall appreciate them very much. There is a prroat 
gathering of Indians here now; it is called a 'potlack.' This 
means a reunion of Indians from a circuit of several miles. Manv 
different tribes are represented, and various dialects are spoken. 
It is somewhat confusing to converse with them all. I am glad to 
say that our Indians of the Mission compare very favorably with 
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the visiting Indians. Our Indian church i?, just now, too mi 
tc accommodate both our own Indians and the visitors, but coioj 
how or other they manage to squeeze in. It is a pity we havej 
missioD hoepital here. There are many cases which oould be cnn 
wore they in a hospital for a time. There is a military hoepid 
here, but no Indians are taken unless it is a severe case, or wbcoi 
operation ia necceaary. Consequently, the Indians have to b 
(rented in tbeir own cabins, which are often far from being inj 
sanitary condition. I think the Government will in time bnfll 
hospilals for the natives. I dare say it is difficult for you to reil^ 
what it means to live in an Indian village on the banks of th 
Yukon. The solitude is apt to make one feet lonely, espeeiallj i 
itny newspapers we receive are at least a monlh old. I often wondi 
what I would feel like, were I to be suddenly transplanted lo a larj 
city. I have been up here for ten years and have grown accualoow 
to the silence and quietude." 

A t-lcrgyman in Mexico writes: 

"This place has an American population of about 1,200. The 
is absolutely no place where the young men may find entertainme 
except at gambling places and saloons. It Jms seemed to me a ve 
needed work that the Church can do here is to open a decent pla 
of entertainment for the young men. 'Could I ask the help of t 
Periodical Club in sending lis some magazines and books — such 
would appeal to young men with time heavy on their hands? 1 
would certainly be very grateful for them. We have here not J 
from fifty communicants of the Church, hut living without a Chui 
service some have tieeome indifferent. We are endeavoring to bri 
them together again and are holding services in the Masonic Hal

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"Report of tbe (Travelling Xibraries 

So few seem to know what the Travelling Libraries are that 
perhaps it would be well to explain in a few words. They are eases 
of sixty books which are usually sent as memorials, and which are 
transferred every six months to a new location. As they are sent 
to a place as far as possible where there is no public library, their 
cheering influence can 'scarcely be overestimated. Their cost is 
fmall, only $15 without the books, which need not of necessity be 
new. We now have 38 of these libraries between the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts, an increase of ten during the past year, seven of these 
having been sent from New Jersey parishes. We have received 
several calls for libraries for children, of which we have none.

From a clergyman : 

'*The C. P. C. is such a unique organization and does such 
a world of good in its quiet way that I always feel I may add, as I 
do now, a *Qod bless you' as a Missionary who owes to ib many a 
pleasant hour/* 

A recipient in Florida writes : 

*lt was so thoughtful and lovely of you to send the Bibles, 
and I want to assure you that your deep interest in our little work 
has been proven again and again by your own personal attention to 
our need^, and it is deeply and tenderiy appreciated. The chil- 
dren were so happy on Sunday with their splendid Bibles. It was 
Aunt Jane's Bible, however, that was the crowning joy of the whole 
box, just as I knew it was to be after receiving your dear note. How 
I widi that it were possible for me to express to you her deep joy 
and gratitude, which were so plainly shown by every look and touch 
which she bestowed upon her -precious gift. It was a complete sur- 
prise to her, and it took a little time for her to comprehend that it 
was her very own, to carry home, to keep, and that it had come 
from one whom she had never seen and yet was intended expressly 
for her. She opened it from place to place, and her delight was 
truly most beautiful to witness. She realized immediately the size 
and clearness of the type, also that she was to have no further diffi- 
culty in finding the chapter she desired because of the Roman 
letters. She said: Thank the Lord, now I has the word, the 
Messed word, and plenty of the word.' While I was wrapping it, 
I said to her: *W!hat shall I say to the good friend who sent you 
the precious book, Aunt Jane?' And this is her message: ^Tell 
faer Aunt Jane says *^less the Lord, my soul ! and forget not 
all His benefits.'' Tell her Aunt Jane doesn't know how to say 
thank you enough, but she's gwine to pray for her.' The last 
si^t and sound that I had of Aunt Jane and her Bible was with it 
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oarefuny halnnccd on her head, her stick in one hand (^iv is 
vi-ry liinie), a bucket of milk in tlie otht-r; niwj as she disappear! 
tJiTOUgh tiie shady patli that lends through tlie woods I hrard kr 
singing at the top of her voice, '1 am so glad that my Father in 
Heaven tells of ITie love, etc, etc.'" 

A clergyman in Nova Scotia writes; 

"I have been in oliarge here for three years; during that period 
I have not l>een able to purchase one new book^ and, as far u 1 
can remember, I have had but one new book presented, and tiiat 
about two weeks since by a commercial traveller, wlrom I met at 
one of the places I visit. I live about twelve miles from the neansl 
telegraph or teleplione office, though I receive a daily mail. Moet 
of the people are fishermen, who 'take' some lox:al paper ; some kw 
subsoribe io Mont.real or Halifax papers. By all means please let 
me have some 'solid reading' as well as good novels, aod, when- 
ever yoii can, reading matter for children young and old. It ni«T 
'Bound extravagant for me to say as iimch, but my heart sang out, 
in its resurrected hope and thankfulness, 'God bless Mrs, Ciiapii], 
and others who, at no little trouble and expense, sent me so rand) 
more than I had received in many years.' " 

This comes from Colorado; 

"In my trips to the small villages among liie mountam= 1 
frequently find some family or individual to whom the publicatioM 
are moat welcome, and there are always some copies in my grip, wbec 
leaving home, to be distribut.ed. Only last Monday a man accosted 
me while our train was stopping at a water tank, and encpiired: 
*Are you the parson who gives magazines away?" I learned thai 
this man, a miner, lives alone in a 'dug-out' miles away from any 
human habitation. He received a good education in Massachusetts, 
and is now mining for gold in a mountain 11,000 feet high, it 
told me he was so hungry for reading matter that he would gire 
anything for a book or magazine." 

A clergyman in Michigan writes: 

"The barrels came this morning, and I just had a good time 
unpacking them. They are indeed a veritable mine, which ifill 
Jlring a lot of solid comfort and enjoyment into many of our scaV 



tered homes. I expect to use as many of the books as possible for 
the Christmas-tree, and to start a Snnday-sehool library in one of 
my missions, or rather add to the little collection I had been able 
to get together. The mounted pictures gave two of my daughters, 
who have classes in the Sunday-school here, some ideas for their 
girls. They will help brighten some of our homes, and give me 
little remembrances for some of the older ones on our trees. I find 
some little token brings a lot of joy to them as well as to ttie 
smaller ones. The Youth's Companion and St. Nicholas axe es- 
pecially prized. The reading of them very often starts the young 
people on the reading of more mature matter. I like to see the 
younger members of the Church interested in doing things. That 
interest usually lasts after they are grown up. The young boys 
keep one of my mission churches supplied with wood, and for a 
long time built the fires, rang the bell and swept the church. That 
Easter box with its rabbits and eggs is as sweet <as must be the 
little girl who sent it. I am always glad to get these things ao 
long beforehand. Going to so many places the time passes very 
quickly, and while, for instance, Christmas is almost four weeks 
oflf, there is really very little time remaining. I will visit two of 
my missions only once more before I go there for the Christmas 
festival. I feel sure my 'gold mine^ will prove such to a large num- 
ber of us in our little missions.'* 

A recipient in Georgia writes : 

'TEvery magazine sent here has done its good work. The de- 
mand for them is so eager that frequently I make several families 
read them in turn, so that the papers are often worn to a frizzle ! 
I am constantly enlarging my field, and have taken in some val- 
ley families on my list, and several in a mining camp, eta' I am 
always glad to get magazines, and use every possible consideration 
as to' individual fitness in giving them out. The Collier's are par- 
ticularly popular on account of the pictures, which can be used for 
wall posters after reading the stories. Yes, I am pretty busy, and 
sometimes say to myself that I have 'no time* to bother with Church 
work, and then I grow ashamed of myself, and do a little more 
C. JP. C. work to pay for such a thought. For we learn to fit things 
in somehow, don4 we? Do advise your Club Correspondent of my 
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^eep interest in the C. P. C. I wish I liaj time to tell yon of tte | 
picturesque homes I go among, the eager pleasure over the magB- 
ziae^. Every mag-.izine, every paper of my own 'gangs the same gift,' 
Just now 1 am slaving every sernp of newsjMiier for a cabin thgl 
has t<j be 'papered.' Three girls from the said cabio are camping 
on my trail for then]; if I want to make a fire I can searcelv find 
a newspaper in the house. When the cabin is 'f>apered' (adTertise- 
mente and all) then some of those Collier pictures will adorn the 
walls." 

This comes from South Carolina: 

"A^ain an old la<iy knocks at your door, and asks for some- 
thing to read this coming year. God is merciful, and still spaia 
my flight and mind, and my dearest delight is to read, I manage 
to take the local newspaper, but I am not able to purehoae anj 
inagdzint* this yedr. ^fy onlv crop is cotton; cotton is at such a 
low ebb it scarcely pays, . [ . I shall he very glad if any kind 
friend will pass on a good magazine to me." 

From a clergyman in Texas : 

"I would make grateful acknowledgmont of the kindness of 
the ladies of the C. P. C. to me all these years. It is impossible tor 
words to say what their loving gifts have done for me and for my 
people in matters both of instruction and of pleasure. So etate- 
ment of the value of your work can be too strong, for no one can 
know its endless ramifications. Who can estimate, for instance, 
what pleasure and comfort have been given to the scattered dvellen 
in the canyons of the Nueces by the bundles of ma^ezinee given 
them to read and pass on to others? It has been for ye&is mj 
hope that sometime 1 might be permitted to stand before some great 
assemblage of C. P. C. workers, and tell them face to face of iriiat 
their work has meant so far as I have known it. With beat wiahea 
for the health and prosperity of the C. P. C, and its members, etc" 

From Florida ; 

"I wish to say right here that among the bright things wtidi 
the Church gives her domestic missionary there is nothing in the 
shape of recreation and rest that takes the place of your society. 
Indirectly it is the means by which alone he keeps in tou<^ with fte 



world. If the society can give me the list of those to whom I am 
indebted for my reading matter, I will gladly write to each. When- 
ever I am coming North again, I will arrange, if you want, to ad- 
dress the C. P. C, to whom I feel so much indebted." 

An Army Chaplain writes: 

"I have about 100 prisoners and as many ,eick to look after 
constantly in the Post. Besides this have been given the large 
task of librarian for the Post. Could you not help me with periodi- 
cals for distribution? I am depending at present on my own per- 
sonal resources, but hope to get some help outside. I should value 
greatly any books, especially fiction. My need in supplying the 
Post is very great, and there is no appropriation of any kind for 
our work, which is, perhaps, wise on the whole. Anything you 
could send would be gratefully appreciated." 

From Hawaii: 

^'I should be much pleased to receive Leslie's Weekly and 
also Collier's WeeJclyy as we have a reading-room and niglit school 
for all nations — seven nations are represented in our school. They 
like to look at pictures on Sunday afternoons and Saturdays. Then 
there is the shipping. I send papers, monthlies and books (when 
I can get them) to the captains of the ships visiting here, and thev 
greatly enjoy having them." 

A clergyman from Oklahoma writes: 

''It is with much pleasure and gratitude that I acknowledge 
the gift of the Teacher's Edition of Smith's Bible Dictionary. It 
would be almost impossible to tell how helpful such a volume is to 
one's work: Why! I should have hoen puzzled the other day to 
answer a question without it? lielp. I often think of the C. P. C. 
and how deeply I am indebted to it, especially when I look at my 
books. It is a grand institution, and cannot help but be of great 
aid in furthering the Church's work." 

A contributor in Xew York writes: 

"One clergyman, in Kansas, to whom I sent a periodical for 
some years, wrote me once that it passed through sixty families 
every month. Can one resist taking a little trouble for such 
results?"

/. ]Vhat it is: 

It is a Society formed for the purpose of supplying periodicals 
and books to those of the clergy and laity who are unable to pro- 
cure good literatiire in any other way. 

11 What it does: 

I. It obtains from the diflFerent Bishops, names and addresses 
of those persons who need books and periodicals. 

II. It appeals to those who have periodicals to fiend them, 
when read, regularly every week or month, to the persons who ask 
for them, always prepaying postage. 

III. It keeps lists of the donors and of the recipients of such 
periodicals, so that a change in the address of either may be at once 
noted, and that any magazine, when discontinued, may be quickly 
replaced. This part of the work is very arduous. 

IV. It receives packages of books and papers, notes contents, 
and sends out lists to the clergy, afterwards forwarding to each 
one, for his Reading Boom or Sunday Scfhool, such books, etc., as 
he needs. 

Y. It sends out also Christmas and Easter Cards, Prayer 
Books, Hymnals, Bibles, Carols, Service Leaflets, Games, etc., to 
Schools and Reading Rooms. 

///. What it needs: 

I. It needs books and magazines to supply the constant 
demand. 

II. It needs money. 

a. To pay for the room where the books, etc., are received, 
and in which several clerks are constantly employed. 

b. To pay the salaries of the clerks. 
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To pay postage on t^e lettera and peltate sent oot during 

the year. 

(/. To pay postagC) espresaage or freight on the books sod 
papers fortt-ardetl from the Central Office, as these are generally 
gent in entirely unaccom[winied by money. 

III. It needs fhe interffi.t and the prayers of every person in 
the Church. 

Information about what is not generally known to those who 
so kindly send reading matter through the Church Periodica! Club. 

The C. P. C. is always very glad to get good reading matter of 
alt kinds with the following exceptions: 

Back numbers of the following magazines : Spectator, Outlook, 
North American Review, Literary Digest, Review of Revievt, eft, 
etc. Those who greatly desire these when up-to-date cannot uae 
them when the information they contain is no longer freeh. 

Those to whom the date of magazines does not matter would 
not care for such solid reading and so we find a great difficulty io 
placing them. 

The same can be said of old Church papers, vhich contaiii 
chieily news of the Church with little else to make them desirable 
when old. 

Above all old newspapers. Occasionally we have bundles of 
such sent to the Central Office; they caooot be used even for selling 
as old paper, for it lessens the rate of the other matter with whid 
it is sold. The expressage paid on such would be of far greater um 
than the paper itself. Copies of the daily, weekly, and Sunday 
papers, however, are very much appreciated if sent immediately 
after being read. 

In sending reading matter to the Central OfBce, or to addressee 
furnished by the C. P. C, the freight or express dharges should 
always be prepaid.

The twentieth Atmual Report of the Church Periodics! C 
is sent to our friendB wJtb earnest pleading for their cout^nuri 

interest. 

We are deeplj grateful for the msny proofs of interest iluring 
the past year; both from new and old friends, from firms and in- 
dividuala. A list of the iimis who have sent reading miitUr will bo 
found on another page; some of tliem have remembered us for manj 
years. 

It is with regret that we publish the following list of friendB 
who have been called from their labors in this life : Mies Adelaide 
Ilowell, Librarian of St, Clement's Church, Philadelphia, Pa,; 
Mrs. H. D. Howitt, Librarian of St. Paul's Church, San Ratad, 
Cal. ; Mrs. M. P. West, Correspondent of Maryland, and two of oni 
volunteer workers, Mrs. Welling and Mrs. Webster. 

Since the last Report was printed, the Club has lost two staunch 
friends. The Rev. William B. Huntington, D.D., Rector of Grace 
Church, New York, died in July, 1909, He was, from the firet, 
greatly interested in the work of the Church Periodical Club, and 
fJrace was the second parish to take up the work; always helped and 
.-sustained by his interest and wise counsel. In November of the 
fame year, Mrs. Albert BuJlua, at one time Treasurer of the Church 
Periodical Club, and long on the Executive Committee, was iakea 
from our midst. A Minute to her manory will be found on a sep- 
arate page, but it is felt to be a most inadequate expression of tie 
loss sustained. 

The appeals for reading matter come from many lands ; to re- 
spond to them adequately we need a large supply of books and maga- 



ziiu^; we need, also, wliat pe<^plo are jjroiie to forget — rcadv money 
r«i fi'i-ward literature to the \arioii< destinations. 

After ihe regular expenses, as rent, salaries, etc, are met, fvery 
month, there is hut little money left with which to send out litera- 
ture, and often the books lie on the shelves while the people who 
liave asked for them wait, week after week, and wonder wliy they 
do not come. 

The absolute necessity of keeping a full and accurate list of 
all the recipients, and of the donors through Parish Librarians, and 
Diocesan Correspondents, requires a staff of competent clerks, who 
can give their undivided attention to the work. Volunteers who 
can give intelligent and systematic help are always welcome; but 
volunteers can never take the place of steady workers. 

Moreover, the rent of the office in the Missions House has been 
raised, so that our funds need special replenishing. 

The scope of the Church Periodical Club is almost boundless; 
the achievement is limited by the help received. All work, we are 
tcld, must either grow or decrease; it cannot remain stationary. 
Which shall it be with us? Wo appeal to our friends to support 
this branch of the missionary work of our Church, that it may 
grow and spread, bringing cheer and comfort and uplifting to 
countless numbers who labor for their Master.

The Comniittoe on Travelling Libraries takes pleasure in re- 
porting an increase of five new librariea thia past year, tliree from 
>J^ew York and two from New Jersey, making forty-three in all- 
Many more could be placed, to tiie great benefit of those living in 
small towns where tliwe is no public library of any sort, or in lumber 
iifid niLuiMfr cnmpa, Wlien visiting remote parijihiuners, clergymen 
often carry some of the books to them, exchanging them on the next 
trip. 

More libraries for children are asked for, also for life-saving 
stations. There are Government libraries for lighthouse men, but 
the regulatioDB are very different. A captain in charge of a station 
on the New Jersey coast finds travelling libraries filled mainly with 
books of adventure, or stirring romance most eagerly desired. 

The clergymen, or some reliable workers in the towns where 
the libraries are placed, take charge, distribute, and keep watch 
over the return of the books, and the condition; they are in, and 
arrange for forwarding them to t^e Jiext place, the recipient paying 
the freight charges after the original gift is made. 

For those as yet unfamiliar with this branch of work, we would 
like to explain that the books of each library, averaging sixty in 
numher, are placed in solid, plain dark oak cases of three sbelvee, 
the doors, with a stout lock, opening from the oentre in two lialves, 
the comers brass-bound for strength, and with braas plate for in- 
scription, fitting into a substantial crate, one side of which screws 
on when it is ready to be shipped to its next location.

The case and fittings cost about fifteen dollars, and the contents 
are valued at from fifty to seventy dollars. 

The donor, or donors, submit to the Committee a list of the 
books they wish to provide, and when the list has been approved, 
they can order themselves, or the Committee will do the purchasing 
for them. 

It is not necessary that the books be entirely new, if of good 
and lasting quality, and they are often collected from different 
individuals to fill the library. 

Some being given "In Memoriam," various friends are glad to 
contribute each a book. Others have been given as memorials from 
churches, reading clubs, one as a "Thank-offering," as well as by 
private gifts. One is from a Boys' Literary Club, and they took 
great pains in selecting books such as they themselves were per- 
sonally interested in. 

The libraries are widely distributed, but the majority of them 
are donated from New York and New Jersey. 

We hope for greater interest, added gifts and increasing use- 
fulness.

It iaagrfst 
treat after teaching all day to read such papers, I have b«n sp- 
jiointed Chaimiuji of the Missionary education in the Snndi)- 
schools of the Basaa Diatriet, and on my monthly visits 1 genenllt 
present a rot) of papers to the children, and also Bibles and Pray« 
Bonks when I have them. There are four schools in the Diatrirt, 
containing a goodly number of children. Where 1 am stationed 
among the 'heathen, 1 have thirty-sij boarding pupils, and fonrte«i 
day sc-holars. All of my boarding pupils can read and write, and 
take a great delight in reading all that comes within their reacil 
There are also several heathen villages around the Station whither 
the Ooepel is carried every Lord's Day. I can now speak the Krw 
language; thousands of these people can't speak one word of Eng- i 
lish. The boys under training are from among them, and renderm I 
much assistance in spreading the 'Good tidings.' We have had lo | 
hold our service in tlte open air in consequence of having no place | 
of worship. Sometimes wc are grestiy 'mtcrruptetl by the rain xoi 
sun. We are trying to build a smalt church, and propose to cut tiie 
lumber ourselves, believing that help will come by and by, God 
helps those who help themselves, I have been laboring here now 
seven years, and am not discouraged. Our main hope for this work 
lies in the boys now under training. My object is to try to raise up 
a little Christian community which I trust will grow, and condniie 
to develop long years after I am dead. May the Lord grant thisT 

"I have been asked to write you something of the benefit that 
the interest and gifts of the C, P, C. have been to this woA 
of ours, I closed my eyes for a moment, and tried to imagine whit 
it would mean if suddenly your help was withdrawn, not only Ikhii 
this, but from all mission stations. What utter desolation it iro^d

No one would again jeer at the 
wealth of advertising matter which the current magazines contain, 
who had seen, as 1 have, the extraordinary amount of pleasure and 
information tliey give to the people here, at all events. One ^circuit 
preacher/ a man who has craved knowledge all his life, and loves 
the touch of a book, puzzles his way through the sim[)les't English 
history, confused and lost as to where his place is, if interrupted. 
'Honty' is helping him out, and he haunts the region of the little 
travelling library, turning over the pages that cjjnfuse him as 
Sanskrit would most of us, but sure of the hidden trciisure. The 
'Life of Washington' Jn words of one syllable has just been bor- 
rowed by a dear little woman, crippled in childhood by the falling 
of a log which crushed her hip, but didn't daunt her spirit, whicli 
is bright and brave. Slie hobbled down here two miles and a half, 
and bore off her book with much pride. 'I 'spect there's a lot jibout 
him in here,' she said jovfullv as slie went off. Wb(xner sent that 
Tjife of Washington' would be glad enough if they coidd have seen 
her.

I. What it is: 

It is a Society formed for ihe purpose of aupplving periodlctli 
and books to those of the clergy and laity who are unable to pro- 
cure good literature in any other way. 
//. What it does: 

I. It obtains from the different Bishops, names and addrssa 
of those persons who need books and periodicals. 

II. It appeals to those who have periodicals to send them, 
when read, regularly every week or month, to the persons who ask 
fiir them, always prepaying postage. 

III. It keeps lists of the donors and of the recipients of eocb 
pej'ioflieals. s^o that a change in the address of eillier may be atODce 
noted, and that any magazine, when discontinued, may be qoidd} 
replaced. This part of the work is very arduous. 

lY. It receives packages of books and papen, notes cmtents, 
and sends out lists to the clergy, afterwards forwarding to each 
one, for bis Reading Room or Sunday School, such bo<^, etc, as 
he needs. 

y. It sends out alao Christmas and Easter Oards, Prayei 
Books, Hymnals, Bibles, Carols, Service Leaflets, Gamee, etc^ to 
Schools and Beading Itooms. 
///. What it needs: 

I. It needs hooks and m^azines to supply the constant 
demand. 

II. It needs money. 

a. To pay for the room where the books, etc., are receifed, 
and in which several clerks are constantly employed. 
6. To pay the salaries of the clerks. 



c. To pay postage on the letters and postals sent out during 
the year. 

d. To pay postage, expressage or freight on the books and 
papers forwarded from the Central Ofiice, as these are generally 
sent in entirely unaccompanied by money. 

III. It needs the intere&t and the prayers of every person in 
the Church. 

Information about what is not generally known to those who 
ao kindly send reading matter through the Church Periodical Club. 

The C. P. C. is always very glad to get good reading matter of 
all kinds, with the following exceptions : 

Back numbers of the following luagazines : Spectator^ Outlook, 
North American Review, Literary Digest, Review of Reviews, etc., 
etc. Those who greatly desire these when up-to-date cannot use 
fhem when the information they contain is no longer fresh. 

Those to whom the date of magazines does not matter would 
not care for such solid reading and so we find a great difficulty in 
placing ihem. 

The same can be said of old Church papers, which contain 
chiefly news of the Church with little else to make them desirable 
when old. 

Above all old newspapers. Occaaionally we have bundles of 
raich sent to the Central Office; they cannot be used even for selling 
B8 old paper, for it lessens the rate of ithe other matter with which 
it is eold. The expressage paid on such would be of far greater use 
than the paper itself. Copies of the daily, weekly, and Sunday 
papers, however, are very much appreciated if sent immediately 
ifter being read. 

In sending reading matter to the Central Office, or to addresses 
Famifthed by the C. P. C, the freight or exipress charges should 
ilways be prepaid.

A clergyman in Texas writes :

some Bibles given us. Enclosed is an article clipped from the paper. 
There was a good congrL-gatiuu Sunday nighl, and all were inter- 
ested in the 'big Bible.' " The following is from the paper: "The 
congregation of the Protestant Episcopal Church has been presented 
with an unusually large and handsome copy of the Holy Bible, the 
gift of the Church Periodical Club, whose headquarters are in New 
York. The Bible is 13 by 16 inches and weighs over twenty pounds.

•Tames Version, which has been in common use in the Church of 
England since 1611, and is familiar t'o all Protestants that read and 
speak the English language. Although every Kpiscopaiian is sup- 
posed to have his own Bible for devotional reading at home, and al- 
though the Book of Common Prayer is but a compilation of passages 
of Scripture adapted for common public worship, yet every Episco- 
pal Church has and uses a large Bible, which lies in a prominent 
and honorable position, eloquently symbolic of the Church's offer- 
ing of the 'Open Bible" as the guide of faith and morals. From it 
are read the Ijessond at Morning and Evening Prayer, Rev. Mr. 

S announces that, after the services Sunday night, all present 

will be invited to view and examine this large and beautiful copy of 
the Holy Scriptures." 

A missionary in Alaska writes : 

"In behalf of St. Philip's Church and gymnasium I wish to 
convey the hearty thanks of the people for the magnificent collection 
of books that came through the Church Periodical Club. What few 
books we had in our Sunday-school library our boys and girls had 
read through many times, and the complaint waa continually, 1 
wish I had something to read.'

from other warm states with sick folks and children, without any 
medicine they get well. We have sleighing from November to April, 
and all summer, all around us at a distance of from 20 to 1,000 
miles^ we can see the snow.'* 

From South Dakota : 

''The book arrived last evening, and I shall give it careful 
perusal. I am partial to Baring Gould's sermons — ^they are always 
full of meat, and it is a pleasure to read and study this man's 
methods in sermonizing. It is very kind of you indeed to remem- 
ber me with such useful books. You realize that the brain needs 
food to stimulate it to action, the same as the body needs food to 
keep up the nerve force. Every kind act of this kind, sending out 
to missionaries good and useful books, helps the missionary to keep 
in touch with modern thought, and so by this method keeps his 
people in touch with the best in sermonizing — thus he can give them 
in a simplified way the Gospel of the blessed Master." 



Prom Michigan: 

"The magazines for the Club were always appreciated; the 
boys frequently spoke about it, and never got to take it as a matter 
of course. I furnished a few rooms in the rectory, and fitted up 
some for the boys and young men of the town. Now that I am 
gone, I do not know what is to be done, and am waiting to hear. 
In the years I was there, I got hold of nearly a dozen chaps of 
some sixteen years, and from idlers they have become self-support- 
ing, self-respecting, and reading young men; and I am confident 
that in large measure this was due to the help rendered by the 
C. P. C. literature. It would be impossible to tell of the blessings 
sent to lis in the boxes of old books and magazines. I found in 
lumber camps fifteen to forty men, isolated for the winter, with- 
out anjrthing to read and nothing to do during the long winter 
eyenings? Can you imagine what a box of reading matter meaiit 
in such a place ! About three weeks before I left, by a providential 
chance, I heard a man beg for something to read, in a drug store. 
Asking about him, I found he was a college man of high standing, 
that his wife was a woman of much culture, and had been a teacher 
and they had a voung son, a boy of perhaps ten. They had come

The Name of this Association shall be the Church Periodical

Article II. 

Object. 

The Object of the Church Periodical Club shall be to supply 
literature to such Missionaries, Sunday Schools, Reading Rooms, 
etc., as are unable to purchase for themselves.

Duties of Offioess.

/. What it is: 

It is a Society formed for the purpose of supplying periodicals 
and books to those of the clergy and laity who are unable to pro- 
cure good literature in any other way. 

//. What it does: 

I. It obtains from the different Bishops, names and addresses 
of those persons who need books and periodicals. 

II. It appeals to those who have periodicals to send them, 
when read, regularly every week or month, to the persons who ask 
for them, always prepaying postage. 

III. It keeps lists of the donors and of the recipients of such 
periodicals, so that a change in the address of either may be at once 
noted, and that any magazine, when discontinued, may be quickly 
replaced. This part of the work is very arduous. 

IV. It receives packages of books and papers, notes contents, 
and sends out lists to the clergy, afterwards forwarding to each 
one, for his Reading Boom or Sunday Sc^hool, such books, etc., as 
he needs. 

V. It sends out also Christmas and Easter Cards, Prayer 
Books, Hymnals, Bibles, Carols, Service Leaflets, Games, etc., to 
Schools and Beading Booms. 

///. What it needs: 

I. It needs books and magazines to supply the constant 

demand. 

II. It needs money. 

a. To pay for the room where the books, etc., are received, 
and in which several clerks are constantly employed. 
h. To pay the salaries of the clerks.

said that he wished only to say a word of appreciation for the work 
of the Club, which he would help and encourage to the utmost. 

The Poughkeepsie meeting, in January, was addressed by Arch- 
deacon Spurr, of West Virginia, who spoke of the great help which 
the Church Periodical Club gives to prisoners, and those who are 
cut off from their fellow-men. 

At the February meeting, in New York, the Rev. A. R. Hoare, 
from Alaska, told of the work at Point Hope among the Esquimaux, 
and of the help given by the Club in sending books and pictures. 

The March meeting, in Garden City, L. I., was addressed by 
Bishop Darlington, of Harrisburg. He spoke of the urgent need 
for some places of innocent amusement, where the lads working in 
mines could be kept from the saloons, always ready to entice them., 
and where books, games, etc., would be provided. 

The Church Periodical Club needs help as much as the mis- 
sions to which gifts are sent. The balance in the treasury has been 
exceptionally low this past season, and the public seems to think 
that rent can be met, clerks paid and literature sent out with no 
money. Would that it were so! We could then extend the work 
and respond to the numberless appeals which we are now obliged 
to ignore, because we have not the means. A small sum from a 
number of individuals would gladden the hearts of so many ! They 
beg for a magazine, a few Sunday-school books for a struggling 
mission, some picture-cards to amuse children in a hospital, one 
or two theological books for a student who can barely work his way 
through the seminary. Each request is so small, it seems as if it 
could not be refused ; and yet, together, they make a demand upon 
the treasury which cannot be met with the present assets. 

Will not our friends help us ? Will they not make it possible 
for us to say to every applicant: ^^es, we will gladly give you the 
aid for which you ask ; and we are able to do this because there are 
many, so many friends, who recognize the needs of their fellow- 
creatures, and are anxious to help them, in the Name, and for the 
love of their Master, Christ'^ ?
